W ithin a recent period cocaine has 
oome into use on the race track as a 
stim ulant. Horses that are worn and ex­ 
hausted, or are uncertain as to speed and 
endurance, are given 1 0 to 15 graius of 
cocaine by the needle under the skin at 
the tim e of starting, or a few moments 
before. 
The effects are very promineat, and a 
veritable muscular delirium follows, in 
which the horse displays unusual speed 
and often unexpectedly wins the raoe. 
This agitation continues, and the drivel 
has difficulty in “ slowing down” tlw 
borse after the race is over; not uufr* 
queutly the licrse w ill go half way rou»4 
again before he cau be stopped. The 'ex­ 
haustion which follows in uot m arko4 
except in the great thirst and loss of ap* 
petite. 
Sometimes diarrhea and trem ­ 
bling follow. But good grooms give nn- 
nsuai attention to rubbing and ba'bing 
the legs in hot water and sim ulants. 
The general effect on the horse is dfr 
presslon, from whicb he soon recovers, 
but it is found essential to give cocaine 
again to make sure of his speed. The 
aotiou of cocaine grow® more transient 
as the use increases, aud when a long 
period of scoring follows before the race 
begins drivers give a second dose secret­ 
ly while in the saddle. Sometimes ths 
horse becomes delirious and unmanage­ 
able and leave® the track in a wild 
frenzy, often killing the driver, or he 
drops dead on the track from cocaine, al

Bow the Bricks Are Mwde—Th«j Have 
Straw In Them and Are Ban Dried. 
Dwellings M«de In This Way Are Very 
Durable—A Favorable Climate. 


A rchitectural engineering is a branch 
#f the gentle art of m aking m ud pies in 
the land w here the adobe houses grow. 
I d the land of sunshine, w here a rainy 
day is so rare that it is m arked w ith a 
red cross, the native contractor and 
builder w astes no tim e figuring on the 
strength of m aterial, the crushing lim it 
of tubular colum ns and the w ind pres­ 
sure per square foot of elevation. 
He 
does not pore over blue prints of plans, 
cross sections and elevations, nor does 
he w hittle down his figures to the finest 
point so as to come under some other 
contractor’s bid. 
He sim ply rolls his 
trousers up above his knees, digs down 
in a favored ditch or pond u n til he 
strikes the “ dobc m u d ,” and in a short 
tim e he is ready to Login constructive 
operations. 
Adobe houses are brick bouses, but 
the brick is sun dried and m ade w ith 
straw*. The clay or m ud of w hich the 
brick is made is a n atu ral cem ent pe 
culiar to the arid plains of New Mexico, 
Arizona, N evada and th a t belt of states 
and territories. 
It is turned out in the 
m ost prim itive m anner, and the Blue 
Island brickm aker w ho m ight happen 
upon a half breed or Mexican ’dobe 
brickm aker w ould view the operation 
w ith am usem ent or disgust. K iln burn 
ed brick, made of blue clay, however, 
would not m eet the requirem ents im ­ 
posed by the clim atic conditions of those 
countries w here adobe brick is used. 
Iu sum m er an adobe house is cool; in 
w inter it is warm . 
Its thick w alls ab­ 
sorb the occasional rain, and, although 
the sun dried brick is soft com pared to 
the kiln dried article, it does not crum ­ 
ble, and it stands for ages. 
A m an w ho recently traveled through 
(iew Mexico w as m uch interested in the 
’dobe houses. 
F or weeks he inquired 
and searched for a ’dobe house in the 
haads of the builders. 
A t length in 
S r . F e he stum bled upon a couple of 
men stam ping w ith their bare feet upon 
clay iu a wooden fram e. 
He inquired 
and found th at he w as looking upon two 
Mexicans m aking adobe brick. 
In de 
scribing the process he said: 
“ The men actually dug up the ’dobe 
tr.nd from the bottom of the ditch which 
skirted the road- 
They m ixed it, or, as 
we say, ‘tem pered’ it w ith w ater until 
it w as of a stiff, clayey consistency. 
Then they chopped alfalfa hay into 
abort pieces and m ixed it w ith the clay, 
and their m aterial w as ready to make 
into brick. 
A wood fram e laj on the 
ground. T his fram e w as filled w ith the 
i Vlolio m ud m ixed w ith hay, and one of 
the men got into the fram e and stam ped 
, the m ud down w ith his bare feat, at 
j the same tim e tam ping it w ith a stick. 
A fter the fram e w as packed hard ha 
scraped the surplus m ud off w ith a 
stick, so th a t the top surface was level 
w ith the upper edg(*s of the fram e, ami 
thou lifting the fram e from the clay ho 
carried the brick to one side of the road 
and stood it on its edge. The next brick 
he m ade he leaned against the first onn, 
and soon he had a dozen large bricks— 
each tw ice as w ide and long and t hiefc 
as an ordinary brick—drying iu the 
sun. 
One of the m en told me th a t ih# 
bricks would be ready to lay iu three dt 
four days, and that they used the met) 
which the bricks are m ade of for the 
plaster. 
“ The w alls of an adobe house are very 
thick, som etim es tw o or three feet, and 
In the ordinary one story adobe house, 
which is characteristic of th at region, 
they are built up porf<*ctly plain until 
they reach the roof.

Then the fam ily moves out 
u ntil the w ater is through w ith its 
dripping. I saw an adobe house in Santa 
Fe w hich w as built in the sixteenth 
century, and, so far as I could see, the 
walls were as strong uud good as any 
houjje around thore. 
‘‘ W alls are built of stone, plastered 
w ith adobe cement, if I may so call it, 
and such w alls are strong and solid. 
I 
suppose if th at country had half as m uch 
rain as falls in Chicago the ’dobe houses 
would after a tim e crjumble away, but 
the average year in New* Mexico is 
m ade up of 187 days of unclouded sky, 
189 days w hen sunshine predominate« 
and only 89 days of cloud, so th at tha 
rainfall does not am ount to m uch more 
than a good sized fall of dew. ’ ’ 
I t is estim ated th a t an adobe house 
costs about $100 a room, but there are 
mansions built of this m aterial w hich 
-jost Bt f. less than $30,000 to construct 
When the “ A m ericans” settled iu New 
Mexico, U tah, Arizona* N evada and tho 
lower part of C alifornia they accepted 
the treeless condition of the country 
and built their houses of ’dobe m ud.—

vote of qualified electors.

8. T he rig h t to reject any m easure passed

Within a reoent period cocaine has 
oome into use on the race track as a 
stimulant. Horse* that are worn and ex- 
hauHted, or are uncertain as to speed aud 
endurance, are given IO to 16 groins of 
cocaine by the needle under the skin at 
the time of starting, or a few mom en tx 
before. 
The effects are very prominent, and a 
veritable muscular delirium follows, in 
which the horse displays unusual speed 
and often unexpectedly wins the raoe. 
This agitation continue**, and the driver 
bas difficulty iu “ slowing down” the 
horse after the race is over; not uufr#* 
queutly the horse will go half way rou*i 
again before he eau be stopped. Tile ex­ 
haustion which follows is not marked 
exoept in the great thirst and lo** of ap­ 
petite. Sometimes diarrhea aud trem­ 
bling follow. Bot good grooms give un­ 
usual attention to rubbing aud baching 
the legs iu hot water and stimulants. 
Tbe general effeot on the horse is d* 
preunion, from which he soon recovers, 
but it is found essential to give cocaine j 
again to make sure of hts ipeed. Th* 
action of cocaine grows more transient 
as tbe use increases, and when a long 
period of scoring follows before tbe race 
beglue drivers give * second dose secret­ 
ly while in tbe saddle. Sometimes the 
horse becomes delirious aud unmanage­ 
able aud leaves tbe track in a wild 
freuxy, often killing the driver, or he 
drops dead on the track from cocaine, al­ 
though tbe en a se is unknown to any but 
the owuer and driver.

Entertaining papers giving reminis­ 
cences of “ The Lost Cause” were read 
In this city at a meeting of the Daugh­ 
ters of the Confederacy. In a paper pre­ 
pared by Mr. George Savage and read 
by Mrs. D. Giraud W right was describee! 
the first meeting of General Robert E. 
Lei’ aud General George B. McClellan, 
as General McClellan had related the 
facts to Mr. Savage in the summer of 
1S78. 
“ It was near the City of Mexico dur­ 
ing tho Mexican w ar,” said General Mc­ 
Clellan to Mr. Savage, “ that I first met 
my future great opposing commando!. 
I was a lieutenant of engineers and Lee 
was a major of engineers and a favorite 
on the staff of General Winfield Scott. 
I was walking across a field one day 
when I saw General Scott and his staff 
approaching on horseback. As the party 
drew near to me Major Lee reined up 
his horse and, addressing me in an an­ 
gry tone, said; 
” ‘Lieutenant, don’t you know you 
are disobeying orders? W hat is your 
name?’ 
" I told him my name was McClellan 
md that I did not know I was disobey­ 
ing orders. 
" ‘All officers have been told to re­ 
main in their quarters and await or­ 
ders, ’ he exclaimed, still appearing very 
angry. 
“ I replied that no such order had 
reached me, and he then peremptorily 
ordered me back to my quarters, and 
hastened away to join General Scott and 
the rest of the staff, who had not stop­ 
ped. 
“ I returned across the field to my 
quarters, feeling much injured, for I

Architectural engineering is a branch 
Sif the gentle art of making mud pics in 
the land where the adobe houses grow. 
In the land of snnshine, where a rainy 
day is so rare that it is marked w ith a 
red cross, the native contractor anil 
builder wastes no time figuring on the 
strength of material, the crushing lim it 
of tubular columns aud the wind pres­ 
sure per square foot of elevation. 
He 
does not pore over blue prints of plans, 
crews sections and elevations, nor does 
he w hittle down his figures to tho finest 
point so as to come under some other 
contractor’s bid. 
He simply rolls his 
trousers up above his knees, digs down 
in a favored ditch or pond until he 
strikes tho ‘‘dobe m ud,” and in a short 
time lie is ready to begin constructive 
operations. 
Adobe houses are brick houses, but 
the brick is sun dried and made with 
gtraw. The clay or mud of which the 
brick is made is a natural cement pe 
culiar to the arid plains of New Mexico, 
Arizona, Nevada and that belt of states 
and territories. 
It is turned out in the 
most prim itive manner, and the Blue 
Island brickmaker who m ight happen 
upon a half breed or Mexican ’dobe 
brickmaker would view the operation 
with amusement or disgust Kiln burn­ 
ed brick, made of bine clay, however, 
would not meet the requirements im ­ 
posed by the clim atic conditions of those 
countries where adobe brick is used. 
In summer an adobe house is cool; in 
winter it is warm. Its thick walls ab­ 
sorb the occasional rain, and, although 
the sun dried brick is soft compared to 
the kiln dried article, it does not crum­ 
ble. and it stands for ages. 
A man who recently traveled through 
New Mexico was much interested in the 
'dobe houses. 
For weeks he inquired 
and searched for a ’dobe house in the 
hands of the builders. 
At length in 
Si• 
Fe he stumbled upon a couple of 
iud1 stamping w ith their bare feet upoD 
day in a wooden frame. 
He inquired 
and found that he was looking upon two 
Mexicans making adobe brick. 
In de 
scribing the process he said: 
“ The men actually dug up the ’dohs 
mud from the bottom of the ditch which 
skirted the road. They mixed it, or, as 
wo say, ‘tempered’ it w ith w ater until 
it was of a stiff, clayey consistency. 
Then they chopped alfalfa hay into 
abort pieces aud mixed it w ith the clay, 
and their material was ready to make 
into brick. 
A wood frame la} on the 
ground. This frame was filled w ith the 
’dobe mud mixed with hay, and one of 
tho men got into tho frame and stamped 
tho mud down w ith bis bare feet, at 
the same time tamping it w ith a stick. 
After tho frame was packed hard lit 
scraped the surplus mud off w ith a 
stick, so that the top surface was level 
with the upper edges of the frame, and 
then lifting the frame from the elay ho 
carried the brick to one side of the road 
and stood it on its edge. The next brick 
lie made he leaned against the first one, 
and soon he had a dozen large bricks— 
each twice us wide and long and t hici; 
ns an ordinary brick—drying in the 
sun. One of the mon told me that the 
bricks would be ready to lay in three or 
four days, and that they uaod the mod 
which the bricks are made of for th* 
plaster. 
“ The walls of an adobe house are very 
thick, sometimes two or three feet, aud 
In the ordinary one story adobe house, 
which is characteristic of that region, 
they are built up perfectly plain until 
they reach the roof. The roof is support­ 
ed on wooded* iKuiins, laid edgewise on 
the walls, and the bricks are b u Jt up 
level with the top of the beams between 
the timbers, leaving the edge of the 
rafters exposed. 
The roof has a slight 
kl ant, and is made of adobe bricks. 
When it rains, the water soaks into the 
roof bricks, but does not begin to drip 
down into tb*• rooms below until tho 
rain is over. Then the family moves out 
until the water is through w ith its 
dripping. I saw an adobe house in Santa 
Fe which was built in the sixteeuth 
century, and. so far us I could see, the 
w alls were as strong and good as any 
house around there. 
"W alls are built of st one, plastered 
with adobe cement, if I may so call it, 
sud such walls are strong anil solid- I 
•appose if that country hail half as mu< h 
rain os falls in Chicago the ’dobe houses 
would after a tune crumble away, but 
the average year in New* Mexico is 
made up of 187 days of unclouded sky, 
189 days W’heii sunshine predominates 
and only 89 days of cloud, so that the 
rainfall does not amouut to much more 
than a gixid sized full of dew. ” 
It ii estim ated that an adobe house 
costs about $100 u room, but there are 
mansions built of this m aterial w’hicb 
cost n< t U-ss than $80,(KW) to construct 
When ihe “ Americans’ settled in New 
Mexico, Utah, Arizona, Nevada and the 
lower part of California they accepted 
the treeless condition of the country 
sud built their houses of 'dobe m ud.— 
Chicago Iitx.yi ii.
